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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 3/6/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that patent 4,036,749 teaches that the process can not be 
applied to sea water. Patent 749 exclude sea water fro a pre-treatment including the 
addition of magnesium hydroxide in the pre-treatment, to avoid formation of a complex 
of calcium and magnesium, which increase the solubility for calcium, however, the 
references also teaches the use of calcium hydroxide alone or in combination with 
sodium carbonate, to reduce the solubility of calcium carbonate in water as old in the art 
(see column 2, second paragraph), therefore, using calcium hydroxide, calcium 
carbonate or mixtures as claimed in claim 1 wil produce calcium compounds in the sea 
water, without the calcium-magnesium complex formation problem discussed by in 749. 
The rejection is maintained 

The reference is not limited to preferred embodiment. 

In re Watanabe . 50 CCPA 1 1 75, 31 5 F.2d 1 61 , 1 26 USPQ 350, this court affirmed 
rejection based on art which we concluded rendered the claimed invention obvious to 
those of ordinary skill in the art despite the fact that the art teachings relied upon where 
phrased in terms of anon-preferred embodiment or as being unsatisfactory for the 
intended purpose.
